DENVER,  Oct.  1&--A  brilliant  ball  o(  fire  described  as  large  as 
a house,  blazed  across  western  skies  in  the  predawn  darkness 
today.  It  whizzed  so  close  to  a Navy  plane  carrying  39  persons 
that  the  pitot  had  to  make  a sharp  turn  to  avoid  a collision.

The  cockpit  was  lit  up  like 
daylight . • . it  was  a big  ball  of 
blufrwhite  fir*  only  five  or  10 
miles  away  . . 
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
